Southside group blames toxic spill

When a cloud of potentially 
harmful gas was released last 
week from a Georgia-Pacific 
Corp's resin plant on the 
southside, residents in the area 
say they were not immediately 
alerted that a health hazard 
was plaguing the community. 

A group of concerned citi- 
zens charged Tuesday night at 
a mass meeting, held in 
Marion-Franklin High School, 
1265 Koebel Ad., that “care- 
lessness and the lack of exper- 
tise of workers at the plant” 
have caused the chemical 
spills in the’ area. 

The group led by Roberta 
Booth, Democratic Ward 
Committee woman, asked the 
management of the chemical 
company, at 1795 Watkins Rd., 
and public officials to explain 
and assure residents that a 
Love Canal-style explosion 
would not occur in the area. 

On about seven different 
occasions during thepast 
seven years, the group says 
there have been :eomplaints of 
chemical spills at the Georgia- 
Pacific plant.

Shortly after Rev. Jesse Jackson 
officially entered the race for the 
Democratic presidential nomina- 
tion. he said he'd bea serious can- 
didate without any intention of 
playing the role of a spoiler. 


This is not to question the 
devoted minister's good inten- 
tions, but it would be very difficult 
to convince Gov. Richard F. 
Celeste or Walter F. Mondale that 
he was't responsible for spoiling 
Mondale’s chances of carrying the 
State of Ohio in tast Tuesday's 
primary election. it is also 
extremely doubtful whether either 
the Ohio AFL-CIO or the Ohio 
Education Association will buy 
Jackson's no spoiler commitment. 

Mondale, in spite of the endor- 
sements of Celeste. the powerful 
AFL-CIO and the equally intluen- 
tial OEA, Gary Hart, Colorado 
Senator. relatively unknown in 
these parts, with the help of 
Preacher Jackson. carried the 
state over Mondale by a 26.645 
majority. 


According to the unofficial 


statewide voting tabulation by 
Secretary of State Sherrod Brown, 
Hart garnered 605,621 votes to 
578.976 for Mondale and 236,554 
for Jackson. It is ironic that two 
Demoratic presidential candidates 
who had withdrawn from the race.

showing at the polls. 

Former Senator George

The son of a slave, a self- 
taught barber, a nationally- 
known woodcarver, who 
believed he was “merely God's 
instrument,” was laid to rest 
Friday, May 11 in Evergreen 
Cemetery. 

Elijah Pierce, born in Bald- 
wyn, Mississippi, and moved to 
Columbus in 1924, died May 7 
at the age of 92, in the emer- 
gency room at St. Anthony 
Hospital. The cause of death 
was listed as a heart attack. 

Nearly 300 mourners attended 
the hour-long service Friday, 
May 11 at the Wayne T. Lee 
Funeral Home, 1370 E. Main St. 


Tributes were paid by the 
clergy, fellow church members, 
politicians, but the one that 
probably meant the most tothe 
humble woodcarver Pierce 
came from a fellow artist. 


“He has given us vision and 
hope,” said Willis Bing Davis, 
chairman of the Art Depart- 
ment at Central State Univer- 
sity.

Prior to World War II, if you 
were seeking specific informa- 
tion about blacks participation 
in sports whether it was on the 
professional level or with the 
black colleges, you had to turn 
tothe black newspapers.
